Smith, 29, and Joe Wyn¬ 
koop, 28, said they had had 
•little sleep since the sight¬ 
ing and admitted they 
were still somewhat shak¬ 
en by their experience, 
which began at 9:45 p.m. 
Monday in Boyle Heights. 
Prior to the press con¬ 
ference, Lt. Joe Sandoval, 
acting Commander of the 
uniformed patrol unit at 
Hollenbeck Division, said 
he had questioned his two

The following is the ac¬ 
count of the two officers: 
t After two persons tele*

Wynkoop (hiving, were 
east bound on Whittier 
Blvd., just east of Euclid 
Ave., when they both saw 
a bright object in the sky 
northeast of Whittier. 

Smith described it (his

windshield of the police 
car.

There are two other 
lights in the upper portion 
of the photograph which 
Smith said appeared to be 
what he was aiming at.

ulhenst Missouri State 
University. 

"Thev are there. I’m 
not going to attempt to 
speculate o n w h a t those 
lights arc. There is some¬ 
thing here that cannot be 
explained. That’s as far as 
I can go.” 

The Tights moved, made 
right-angle turns and 
blinked, Rutledge said in a 
report to the weekend 
meeting of the American 
Association of Physics 
Teachers, Missouri Region. 

He said his study may 
be the first time an inves¬ 
tigation team composed of 
scientists has reported, 
viewing such extensive ae- 1 
rial phenomena. 

But he said he avoids 
the use of the term "uni¬ 
dentified flying objects’', 
because be does not want 


to be associated with what 
he termed the lunatic 
fringe.

At the mo- 
nent we are data poor and 
hypothesis rich,” the Los 
Angeles-based scientist said 
here. 

Baker estimated he had 
spent "a few thousand 
hours” studying photos and 
.some 80 films, of U. F. O.s, 
which he prefers to cair 
“anomalous luminous phe¬ 
nomena.” 

He said he has stayed 
away from analyzing “soft 
data” such as verbal or 
written eyewitness reports. 

The U. F. 0. expert said 
he has isolated a number of 
. Items, which when filmed, 
are often mistaken by peo- 
' pie as flying saucers. 

Among them: soaring In¬ 
sects and spiderwebs, birds, 
clouds, optical atmospheric 
' mirages, airplanes, airplane 
lights and airplane sun re¬ 
flections or vapor trails. 

Cometoids and balls of 
lighting also could account 
for a number of sightings, 
Baker said. He added that 
these two phenomena are 
not readily understood by 
- oil fists. 

"There is also a last hy¬ 
pothesis, that of extra-ter- 
. rcstrial life coming down to 
earth,” he said. "There Is a 
large group of scientists 
who say, ’Listen, there 
can’t be anything like this.*

they would have had to fly 
at unattainable speeds and 
forces. 

Dr. < Baker said he pre¬ 
ferred to analyze films rath¬ 
er than still photos because 
"it’s easy to doctor” the 
latter. 

"You can’t doctor movies 
unless you have the Walt 
Disney studios available,” 
he noted. 

Dr. Baker said that with 
“billions upon billions upon 
billions” of stars in the uni¬ 
verse thot^ was a mathe- 
matlcal probability that 
there existed a large num¬ 
ber of planets where life as 
we know it could exist. ' . 

BAKER SAID two things 
were presently known about, 
the small number of U. F. 
O.s that haven’t been ex¬ 
plained— they appear to be 
elliptical in shape and they 
usually are spotted in pairs. 

He said he welcomed any

15 Million Americans Say They 

Seen" Unidentified Flying Objects

PRINCETON. N.J. - One 
night, a Los Angeles house¬ 
wife was sitting on her porch 
when a strange, glowing light 
attracted her attention. What 
the woman saw, she recently 
told a Gallup Poll interview¬ 
er, was a "whitish, illuminat¬ 
ed disk" which rose from be¬ 
hind a clump of trees and 
hovered over her house for a 
minute or two and then sud¬ 
denly disappeared. "’From 
that moment on,” she said, 
‘‘I was a believer.” 

An astonishing 11 per cent 
of the adult population, or 
more than 13 million Ameri¬ 
cans, have seen a UFO (uni¬ 
dentified flying object) — 
double the percentage 
recorded in the previous sur¬ 
vey on the subject in 1966. 
Hie figure then was 5 per 
cent. : 

la a d d i t i o n, the latest 
survey shows approximate¬ 
ly half of persons inter¬ 
viewed (51 per cent) be¬ 
lieving that these flying ob¬ 
jects — sometimes called 
“flying saucers” — are 
real and not just a figment 
of the imagination or cases 
of hallucination. 

Hie same survey shows 
nearly half of all persons in¬ 
terviewed (46 per cent) be¬ 
lieving that there is intelli¬ 
gent life on other planets. 
This represents a sharp in¬ 


crease in the percentage with j 
this belief since the 1966 sur¬ 
vey, when the figure was 34 J 
per cent. 

It is interesting to note that 
persons who believe in the 
existence of life on other 
planets are far more likely to 
believe that UFOs are real 
and not something i m a g i- 
nary. In fact, seven in 10 of 
those who think there is life 
on other planets think UFOs 
are real. 

Analysis of the survey data 
shows that UFO sightings 
are not confined to any par¬ 
ticular population group.

DE KALB — Personnel from six Northern 
Illinois lair enforcement agencies reported 
seeing a round, amber-colored light in the sky 
over DeKalb and Ogle Counties Saturday be¬ 
tween 4:20 and 5:10 am. 

First to spot the object, described as oval¬ 
shaped and amber or orange in color, were two 
Northern Illinois University security police offi¬ 
cers, John O'Donnel and John Hunter, at 4:20 


Hunter saw the object in the western sky, 

. about 60 degrees above the horizon, and called 
O'Donnel out to see it. O’Donnel said they 
watched the object for 15 minutes, then report¬ 
ed it to other law enforcement agencies. 

"At first we thought it was Venus," O'Donnel 
said, then added, "We are convinced it was not 
a planet." 

He said the other police units they contacted 
"thought we were crazy at first, but then they 
too saw the object move up and down and back 
and forth." 

SPOTTED AGAEV 

The same object, or one like it, was spotted 
by DeKalb County sheriff units near the Ogle- 
DeKalb County line at 4:55 a.m. 

It then was observed by Ogle County Deputy 
Sheriff Jess buter, who followed the object 
along Illinois 64 from Esmond Comers to the 
outskirts of Oregon. 

Suter said the object appeared to be moving 
away from him at the same speed it had bem 
traveling. * ' I . 

, Then, he said, it appeared to stop, hover, and 
Ijnddenly shrink rapidly in size,_ ., 4 * 4 
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It went from the size of a softball down to 
the size of a golfball," Suter said. 

He said the object maintained the same alti¬ 
tude and distance from him — about four miles 

- as he followed. Then, west of Oregon, it 
seemed to suddenly speed up and disappear. 

Suter said he was "real curious" to see what 
the object was. 

"One day in 1968, while we were combining 
•grain, my son and I saw an amber-colored 
thing in the sky," Suter said. '.'It was real close 

— about a quarter-mile away — and it was 
huge. I can't even describe how big it was." 

Suter said the object he and his son saw hov¬ 
ered noiselessly at tree-top height for about 30 
seconds, then the amber light "went out like a 
TV tube, down to a bright spot in the center," 
and the object disappeared. 

"People say you're nuts, but both my son 
and I know what we saw," Suter said. 

The Saturday morning UFO appeared again 
at 6 ; 14 a.m., this time over Mount Morris. 

"ft looked like a basketball, flat on the bot¬ 
tom, and it was red, or amber-like," said For- 
reston Policeman Robert Bunnell, who spotted 
it dver Mount Morris from the comer of Illinois 
72 and Columbine Road in Forreston. 

Bunnell said the object was levering, then 


suddenly dropped from high in the sky down to 
a lower altitude — "about three feet, from 
where I was standing," he said — then rise and 
suddenly drop again. 

He said the object moved to the north, then 
to the south about the same distance, and final¬ 
ly moved rapidly away in the western sky. 

Ogle County Sheriff's Sgt. Richard Wilkinson 
followed the object from the Rock River to Fix’-, 
reston. He also described it as an amber-color¬ 
ed ball moving away from him at about his 
own speed. 

"I'm a doubting Thomas, but it was the weir¬ 
dest thing I ever saw,". Wilkinson said. 

FOLLOWED TRACKS 

Polo police officer Robert Hqak saw the ob¬ 
ject to the north over Mount Morris. He said 
the object appeared to project its orange flow 
in. a beam toward the ground, and moved west 
wittr occasional stops. ''It seemed to follow the 
(Burlington Northern) railroad trades," Hoak 
said. 

Mount Morris police and carroll County Sher¬ 
iff's deputies also reported seeing the object in 
the sky in western Ogle County.

Seen any flying saucers over Seymour 
Lake Road lately? If you have, you’re 
not alone. Jan Fk-ischmann, and her 7 
year-old daughter, Kelly, claim to have 
seen not just one, but two flying saucers 
over their home last Wednesday 
evening at about 8 p.m. 

“I had been with one of my 
neighbors, shopping,” said Mrs.Jan 
Fleischmann.
